“VIVE SCHNAEBELLE!” 


THE RELEASED FRENCHMAN WARMLY 
GREETED BY HIS FELLOW TOWNSMEN. 


Probability That the French Government 
Will Repudiate the Commissary’s Past 
Action—Schnaebelle Sticks to His First 
Story—The Irish Crimes Act—The English 
Art Exhibitions — Greek Soldiers Sen- 
tenced to Death—A Revolt in the Island 
of Crete—Foreign News. 


Epecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 30.—The Schnaebelle incident 
is over, and Germany comes out of it first 
best. Bismarck will now be able to show, 
whenever he chooses to find or make a casus 
belli, that the Government of the Republic has 
officially sanctioned espionage of the most 
treacherous character. The German case 
against Schnaebelle seems to have been fully 
proven, and his release will be exhibited as an 
act ofmagnanimity. The French Government, 
probably by retiring him in some way, while 
honoring him personally, will be compelled 
to officially repudiate his past actions. 

AN OVATION TO SCHNAEBELLE. 

Paris, Aprii30.—M. Schnaebelle, whq was 
released from prison yesterday by order 
of Germany, and who at once departed 
from Metz, where he was incarcerated, 
arrived at midnight at Pagny-Sur-Moselle, 
where he was arrested, His wife and son met 
him at the station, where were also assembled 
the whole populace of the town, headed 
by all the officers of the municipality. M. 
Schnaebelle was ovated by thecrowd, who 
cried out Vive la France!!“ Vive Schnae- 
belle!’’ After a short stop M. Schnaebelle 
proceeded to Paris. He declined to be inter- 
viewed by the members of the press. 

THE FRENCH PRESS PLEASED. 

He declared that he had been well-treated by 
the Germans. The Paris newspapers apnear 
to be nearly all well pleased by the manner 
in which the Schnaebelle affair has been 
settled and pronounce it an honorable settle- 
ment. They praise the ‘prudence and 
fairness displayed by M. Flourens, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, in his conduct of 
France's side of the case. A majority of the 
papers drew from the incident the lesson that 
in the future France must redouble her vigi- 
lance in order to avoid surprises of 
the kind caused by the arrest 
of M. Schnaebelile. According to 
the Republique Francaise, all the French pre- 
fects have been instructed to prevent the peo- 


occasion of M. Schnaebelie’s liberation for 
making anti-German demonstrations, 
SCHNAEBELLE IN PARIS.

FIGHTING THE DEAL. 


The Crowd Short and the Wheat Deal Trans- 
ferred to June—Lower Markets. 


By Telegraph from Jones. McCormick 4 Kennett, 

Chicago, to the Post-DisPATCH. 

CuiIcaGo, April 30. 1 p. m.—There were a 
number of ‘selling orders in the market at the 
opening this morning, which gave wheat the 
appearance of being heavy, but at 880 
for June the sellers found limited buyin 
orders so that the offerings were wel 
taken and the market slowly advanced. On 
the whole the market has presented very few 
new features. The most prominent one was 
the desire on the part of the clique, to sell 
May and buy June at a difference of 2c 
cents and later 290. It was the widening of 
this difference toward the close that weak 
ened the market, as the local crowd is short 
and fighting any advance, and seeing 
the heaviness of May pounded the other op- 
tions. Kershaw and other clique brokers 
have bought largely of June again to-day, 
and are credited with being long 
more for that month than they were 
atany time for May. Their movements will 
be watched with the utmost care and interest 
as we believe the same thing will happen with 
June as they experienced with May. There has 
been a movement of wheat from the sea- 
board, but we hear no estimates yet of the 
visible supply. 

Shorts were free buyers of corn and made a 
firm market early, but later free selling and 
few buyers and a heavy wheat market broke it 
off sad the advance was entirely lost. Still 
we believe in lower prices. 

Provisions have been weak to-day without 
heavy selling and they were strong yesterday 
witho ut heavy buying. The weakness is mere- 
ly a reaction.

INTERSTATE FREE TRADE. 
Ex-Congressman Amos TOWNSEND, an 
ultra protectionist, a man who believes in 
high tariffs as promoters of trade and 
prosperity, has opened a new line of at- 
tack upon the interstate commerce law. 
He demands its repeal on the ground that 


it is, in fact, a tariff law and interferes 


with perfect freedom of trade between 
the States! 

Changes in local rates, which the new 
law cannot affect, new rulesin regard to 
drummers’ fares, commutation tickets, 
excursion rates, and, in fact, all the 
changes made by railroad managers out 
of hostility to the interstate law, have 
been uniformly ascribed to the operation 
ofthe lawitself. It seems that every ar- 
bitrary act, every caprice of railroad 
management, every customary failure or 
wanton wrong, which the new law can 
neither cause nor cure, is to be repeated 
under it in aggravated form and coolly 


‘catalogued as something new under the 


sun and as one of the new Jaw’s unavoid- 
able effects. 

We are fully prepared to see the next 
rotten bridge massacre accounted for in 
the same way. But we must confess 
some surprise at finding the interstate law 
assailed as an obstruction to free trade by 
high tariff advocates who denounce free 
trade as the deadliest blight which can be 
imposed upon the business interests of a 
country. 

Mr. TOWNSEND’S opposition to the new 
law, however, is consistent with his tariff 
record, no matter how much free trade 
heresy may be discovered in his alleged 
talk. The simple truth is that, in the ab- 
sence of any regulation of interstate 
transportation by act of Congress, the 
railroads have done what Congress was 
forbidden to do in imposing tariffs on im- 
ports into one State from another. Their 
freight rates were discriminating tariffs, 
variable as the winds, in favoring or in- 
juring local interests. 

They destroyed free trade between the 
States, and their regulation of trade was 
restrained by no principle of equity, by no 
idea but that of getting all the traffic 
can bear,’’ without any reference what- 
ever to cost of service. They had one rate 
on wheat when lake navigation was open, 
and higher rates for the season when 
navigation was closed. They would haul 
sugar to Omaha or Kansas City from 
San Francisco for $10 a ton and 
charge $25 a ton from San Francisco 
to Salt Lake City, a thousand miles 
nearer. All that could be got out of both 
producer and consumer was the only 
limit their rapacity knew, and their tariff 
not only discriminated against States and 
cities in favor of other Sates and 
cities, but against firms and individuals 
in favor of other firms and individuals, 
and against American sugar in favor of 
Hawaiian coolie sugar. It gave to those 
who had much, and took from those who 
had little, even rendering service for the 
former at less than cost, and making the 
latter pay for it by overcharging them. 

Congress itself is forbitiden to regulate 
interstate commerce in this iniquitous 
way, and the power to regulate that com- 
merce at all,is conferred upon the Na- 
tional Legislature only to prevent com- 
mon carriers and State Legislatures from 
exercising an interstate discrimination 
forbidden by the Constitution or a dis- 
crimination between individuals forbid- 
den by the common la w-.

THE HAND OF BISMARCK. 

The circumstances attending the arrest 
of SCHNAEBELLE, and the reason as- 
signed for letting him go again fit to- 
gether neatly as parts of a prearranged 
programme for the capture of papers im- 
plicating French officials andthe French 
Government in the anti-German yee 
and intrigues in Reichsland. 

First, the secret order of the court for 
his arrest could have been easily executed 
during any of the visits he was in the 
habit of freely making to Metz and'other 
points on the German side of the line. 
But it was to be supposed that he would 
be very careful not to carry any danger- 
ous documents with him on such trips. 
Hence the necessity of catching him off his 
guard when casually meeting his 
friend GavTscu, the German Com- 
missary, near the line and on the 
German side of it to arrange some 
routine matter abouta renewal of fron- 
tier marking posts. GaUTsCH knew 
nothing about the order of arrest, but, 
somehow, other German officers knew all 
about the appointed meeting, and had the 
French Commissary under arrest before 
GauTscH reached the spot, and, of course, 
refused to obey his order to release their 
prisoner.

erred in not respecting the invitation of 
GAUTSCH as equivalent to an official pledge 
of safe-conduct. . 

If the object of the arrest had’ been at- 
tained, we should have heard a very dif- 
ferent sort of talk from the Iron Chan- 
cellor, and Paris and Reichsland also 
would have been thrown into political 
convulsions, from which a situation far 
more satisfactory to BISMARCK might have

As for individual 
owners, whether citizens or aliens, our 
law provides for the redistribution of their 
landed property by preventing entails for 
a longer duration than one life. But 
corporations that never die are now hold- 
ing in mortmain landed possessions to 
which the entire acreage of all the excep- 
tionally large individual estates in 
this country would compare in extent as 
a cow-pen to a kingdom.

The Next Railroad Question. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The time is rapidly approaching when the 
people will ask themselves seriously how 
much longer they will continue paying an an- 
nual undue tax of $300,000,000 to supply re- 
turns On watered stocks and pay interest on 
bogus railroad capital. The enormus sum 
stated is annually filched from the pockets of 
farmers and producers through the device of 
charging all the traffic will bear. It amounts 
toso much over and abovea fair return on 
the capital invested, This is the correct 
statement of the case. For instance, in the 
matter presented by the Boston roads the 
charge on the export trade would yield a 
profit fairly proportioned to the capital actu- 
ally invested and the sevice performed, but 
perhaps littie in the shape of dividends on 
watered stock. Hence, instead of rejecting 
this traffic, the roads are glad to get it at a 
living rate, butas domestic commerce will 
stand ahigher charge they demand the priv- 
lege of putting on the robber tariffs there 
and squeezing out returns on bogus capital. 
Such corporate robbery of the pubic cannot 
be permitted to go on much longer. 


Calhoun’s Method of Saving the Union. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

It will surprise the many to whom cur hia- 
tory, brief as it has been in the great record of 
the world, is rather a matter of tradition than 
of knowledge, to learn that OCalhoun’s great 
doctrine of nullification—with which he im- 
preased his State, and only his State, in the 
whole South—was not a disunion measure, but, 
on the contrary, a device for the prevention 
ofdisunion by compelling a resort to the con- 
stitutional provision for a convention of States

In the editorial columns of last evening’s 
PostT- DISPATCH you have misstated my argu- 
ments against the Merchants’ Terminal Rail- 
road as made before the Sturgeon Hall meet- 
ing. You quote me as opposing ‘‘any franchise 
on the grounds: 

First, That 1 own fifteen acres near the 
proposed bridge;

Now, Itook no such stand, and I trust you will 
do me the justice to correct your statement. I 
mentioned my tree about fifteen acres on 
Hall, Main and Second streets only in connec- 
tion with the fact that my possessions are 
mainly in North St. Louls and that vat le ain largely 
interested in anything that will benefit that 
part ofthe city. My argument was that Main 
street was the only street east of Broadwa 
not already occupied by railroads, the Wabas 
tracks being on Second street and the Trans- 
ter Company's tracks on Hall street; that with 
the double tracks of the Terminal Road on 
Main street there would be three consecutive 
streets destroyed for 8 traffic, which 
would seriously injure the siness, not 2 
the Mallinckrodt Chemical Works, but of 
number of other manufacturing establish. 
ments, and that for these reasons Main street 
should not be taken if arrangements could be 
made with the Transfer Road to connect the 
already existing tracks on Hall street with the 
new bridge and furnish the terminal facilities 
required. 

In regard tothe capital necessary to build 
the bridge, I only ventured to say*that it would 
probably have to come from railroads and 
that, if furnished by railroads, they would 
naturally have something to say about rates, 
and that, therefore, the matter of cheap 
bridge toll was an uncertain one.

The Anti-Dust Petitions Called 
In. 


Proceedings in the Council Last Night—A 
Careful Discussion of the Bill—Full and 
Free Debate—The Ordinance Passes on 
Its Merits—Will Reach the House Tues- 
day—The Post-Dispatch Petitions to Be 
Bound For Presentation Next Week 
Every One Should Be Sent in Promptly. 


The Council last night began the considera- 
tion of the Duross sprinkling bill at 8:80 
o’élock. At 10:30, two hours later, the bill 
passed unanimously as reported by the com- 
mittee on Public Improvements. The bill had 
been amended somewhat in the committee and 
differs from the original in several partica- 
lars. The text of the bill, which is. Council 
bill No. 1, as passed, is as follows, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Metcalfe’s amendment about 
fire-plugs mentioned in the first part of the 
discussion below: 


THE ORDINANCE 

An ordinance for the sprinkling of the im- 
proved streets of the city and for paying the 
cost thereof out of Municipal revenue. 

SECTION 1. The Board of Public Improve- 
ments is hereby authorized and directed to let 
the work of sprinkling the improved streets or 
parts of streets of the city. But only those 
streets shall be sprinkled which lay within 
1,000 feet of a water main or distribution pipe, 
except Florissant avenue to the western en- 
trance of Calvary 1 — aaa ea to 
the eastern entrance 
Preparatory to the ab 8 ye oy d 
Board shall divide the city into at least torty 
sprinkling districts. Each district shall be let 
separately, and the use of water from the fire 
plugs of the city shall be given to the suc- 
cessful biddersin the several districts free 
of charge. The Board of Public Improve- 
ments shall prescribe the rules and reg- 
ulations under which the fire plugs shail be 
used as aforesaid, which rules and regulations 
shall be submitted to and approved by the 
Mayor before they shall become binding. 
The successful bidder in each district shall 
be responsible for any damages or injuries 
done to the fire plugs used by him or his em- 
ployes in the performance ot his contracts. 
All repairs of damages or fon saggy done by the 
contractor or his employes a fire-plug 
shall be made py S ay Water 12, 
who shall certify th same to the 
Street Coutmbenbbate. * —5 duty shall be to 
deduct this amount from any moneys due 
the contractor for work performed, or which 
mav become due him under his contract, and 
the Auditor shall transfer this amount from 
the street-sprinkling fund to the Water- works 
fund. In cases where it would manifestly in- 
convenience the hg A . 7 the use of any 
ene — * gs, as aforesaid, the 

oard of Public a wm Eh, with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor, is hereby authorized to 
establish plugs or water-boxes for the use of 
the contractor; but it is declared as the sense 
of this ordinance that the fire- plugs of the 
city shall be used for the purposes herein men- 
tioned in every instance as far as may be 


possible. 

EC. 2. Before advertising for bids the 
Board of Public Improvements shall make all 
specifications for the contemplated contracts, 
which shall be submitted to the Mayor for his 


approval. 

SEC. 8. Should the bids received for the 
aforesaid work of sprinkling be considered 
exeessive in price. the Bo of Public Im- 
provements may reject any or all of them and 
advertise ugain for bids until the bids made 
shall be satisfactory to the Board. 

Sec. 4. The amount x water nsed and the 
manner of its uae, 8 together with the whole 
work of sprinkling, be under the contro 
and supervision o ‘tae Street Commissioner, 
under such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments and approved by the Mayor. 

Sec. 5. To enable the Street Commissioner 
to carry ont the provisions of this ordinance 
he is hereby authorized to appoint a superin- 
tendent of sprinkling, to be approved by the 
Mayor, who shall receive an annual salary of 
$1,200, payable monthly, and may —, 
such assistance as may neceseary, wit 
approval of the Mayor, not to exceed three in 
number, who shall each receive for their 

services ‘$75 per month; also one clerk at $75 
= month. The superintendent shall give a 

ond of $5,000 for the faithful performance of 
his duties, with two good and sufficient sure- 
ties, to be approved by the Mayor and Council.

There were cries of ‘‘question’’ from differ - 
ent parts of the chamber and a decided still- 
ness fell upon the room before the 
vote was called on Ganahi’s amend- 
ment, as the friends of the bill 
considered a two weeks’ postponement equiv- 
alentto adefeat. Their anxiety was of but 
short duration, for when the vote was called 
viva voce a roa of nays drowned the ayes 
that struggled faintly up from behind one or 
two desks. 

There could be no mistaking that vote. It 
meant that the Council was determined to 
pass the sprinkling bill if it had to stay there 
all night. 

Metcalfe’s amendment was carried. and then 
the Council went out tothe cemeteries and 
wandered about among the tombstones for 
halfan hour. It looked for a time as if one 
or two of the members ted to take ad- 
vantage of the occasion and drop the bili into 
a grave, but the land of the living was 
reached again with the bill as lively as ever. 


THE QUESTION OF CEMETERIES. 

Mr. Ganahl gave the debate the solemn turn 
by amending the district to be sprinkled so 
astoinclude St. Peter and Paul's Cemetery 
on the Gravois road. He declared that there 
were as many funerals going to the dozen or 
more cemeteries lying south as to those in 
the north, and he believed that the dust 
ought to be abated for those visiting southern 
cemeteries. 

Several members tried to choke Mr. Ganahl 
off by making him admit that he contemplated 
sprinkling two and one-half miles of the Gra- 
vols road and by showing that the sprinkling 
of the northern cemeteries only involved a 
space of three-quarters ofa mile, but it had 
no effect on the gentieman from the southern 
portion of the city, who urged bis point, 

Finally Mr. Duross told Mr. Ganahl what 
impression he was making. If he wanted to 
kill the bill he was going at it in the right 
way by trying to tack on hisamendment. The 
idea of hauling water two or three miles would 
make the ordinance that adopted it a farce. 

Mr. Nelson made a plea for the section as it 
stood. He believed it covered all the ground, 
and leaves to the Board of Public Improve 
ments all the detalls. 
to try to do too much and sprinkle beyond the 
city’s power. For an initial bill the ordinanee 
covered the necessities well. 

Ganahl’s amendment was lost, but Mr. 
Frank was on his feet with some more ceme- 
tery business. Nowthat the distinction had 
been made between the northern and south- 
ern cemeteries he was in favor of striking out 
all reference to Bellefontaine and Calvary, so 
as to harmonize things. 

Mr. Nelson made the quiet suggestion that 
in one case there were two and one-half miles 
involved and in the other only a few hundred 
feet. At once Mr. Ganahl leaned over 
and contradicted his statement about 
only a few hundred feet being involved at the 
northern cemeteries, and the two whose 
desks are contiguous, got into such a 
lively wrangle over the distance, that 
the President bad to use the gavel 
pretty freely in order to give Mr. vogel a 
chance to make the members understand that 
the Committee on Public. Improvements 
were all chosen from the northern 
and didn’t know much about tne 
sdithern portion of the city. His remarks 
were a general allegation of local prejudice on 
the part of the committee, which the com - 
mittee very promptly and emp ly ro- 
pudiated. 

Frank’s amentdment was voted down and 
discussion was laid over for quarter ot an hour 
until the temporary appropriation bill was

The 
actual cost of sprinkling these 2,000 blocks re- 
quiring forty teams at $80 per month is $3 , 200 
per month, $25,600 for the season of eight 
months; the yearly license to city of $10 for 
dach block, or „000 for the, 2,000 blocks, 
Making a total of $45, 600, and leaving a net profit 
of ,000 on an investment of $20,000, which 
is the cost of forty teams at $500each, If they 
receive $25 per block in place * $15 the net 
profit is $354,400. 


After Mr. Duross’ presentation of these 
figures to which no objection was raised, the 
bill was ordered to engrossment without a 
dissenting voice. It will be reported from the 
Committee on Engrossment Tuesday evening 
and will go to the House of Delegates that 
evening where it will get its first reading.

A BIG TELEGRAPH WAR, 


Companies Combine Against the 
Western Union Company. 


NEW YORK, April 30.—A morning paper 
prints the following: The Western Union 
Telegraph Company yesterday found an unex- 
pected competitor in telegraphic communica- 
tion with California. The Postal Telegraph 
Company in union with the Baltimore & Ohio 
and the United Lines Company., made 
a bid for the business between 


the East and the Far West by 
announcing that it would transmit messages 
at the rate of ten words for $l. This is a cut of 
one-third in the old rates of the Western Union 
Company, which has hitherto had a monopoly 
in that fleld. A still bigger cut, and a 
more important one, was made in the 
rates for money orders, and henceforth 
money orders can be telegraphed ata rate 
50 per cent less than that hitherto maintained 
by the company of which Jay Gould is the 
controlling owner. The attempt to break into 
the Western Union’s business in this terrritory 
has been long considered by each of the 
companies now in the combination, but 
the effort to do so single-handed was 
not regarded as likely to succeed. 
Accordiagly, the three companies joined 
hands in the fight, which is destined to bea 
bitter one. Heretofore the rate to San Fran- 
cisco was as high as that to Europe. It is not 
thought that the Western nion will 
meet the cut at present, but 
should that company decide to meet 
the cut on money orders, it is possible thht 
thatthe consolidated companies will go one 
better by sending such transfers free of charge.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


A MOVING APPEAL BY A DIVOROED WIFE 
AND SEVEN CHILDREN. 


The Haas Family Troubles Brought te Light | 


Again—Mr. O'Day Asks For Time to 
Plead in the Frisco Stock Book Case—A 
Verdict for $5,000 Against the Mi- 
souri Pacific—Decrees of Incorporation 
Granted. 


Mrs. Hilxa Haas sat this morning in Judge 
Valliant’s court with her seven little children 
ali in a row, awaiting a hearing upon a motion 
entered in her behalf to renew, increase and 
secare alimony from Henry Haas. The 
troubles of the Haas family have more than 
once engaged the attention of the courts. 
Mrs. Heas on the 20th of June, 1884, was grant- 
ed a decree of divorce from Henry Haas, by 
Judge Thayer, who gave a patient hearing to 
the case. He awarded the custody of the 
children to Mrs. Haas, together with $1,500 
alimony. This order was subsequently modi- 
fied, the court ordering Haas to pay $0 per 
month for three years, the payment to be se- 
cured by the deedstothe real estate owned 
by Haas in Carondelet and elsewhere. 

Mrs. Haas has found it difficult to bring up 
seven children on such a small allowance, 
and she alleges in her motion to- day for an in- 
crease of alimony that Haas possesses prop- 
erty of the value of $8,500. The evidence at 
the trial showed that Haas whipped his wife, 
and that his treatment of her led several times 
to trouble with his church. He was 


engaged asa preacher at several places from 
time to time. One one occasion his wife testi- 
fled that when they were out riding in a buggy 
he threatened to whip her when they reached 
a quiet place in the woods, that he gave her a 
severe slapping and then commanded her to 
kneel down and pray with him. 

Ira C. Terry stated to the Court to-day that 
Haas, after the divorce proceedings, had mar- 
ried a young woman with whom he could not 

agree, and the result of it was that a suit for 
divorce had been commenced at Kansas Ey & 
There were also alknony proceedings in 
that court, and the Sheriff here had 
received notice of execution against the 

roperty secured for payment of the alimony 
nthis court. It also appeared that Haas was 
executing deeds to this property here and 
elsewhere; hence it became necessary to se- 
cure an order of court in the interest of Mrs. 
Haas and her seven little children before the 
expiration of the third year.

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BLEW OUT HIS BRAINS. 


DR. EDWARD HASSE, A WELL-KNOWN OCU- 
LIST, TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. — 


M-Heaun Said te Be the Cause of His Act— 
He Leaves His Own Burial Certificate and 
Instructions for His Executor—The Pre- 
cision and Carefulness With Which the 


Fatal Shet Was Fired. 


„heard the noise. It was like the sudden 
slamming of a door. I was on the third floor 
and immediately rau (© the head of the stairs 
and started down. I had only gone two 
steps when I grabbed the banister for support. 
He was lying there where you see him now 
and the blood was running from the side of 
his head. He did not move. I knew he was 
dead,’’ | . 

She was very much excited as she talked. 
The dead body of Dr. Edward Hasse was still 
lying where it had fallen when he fired the 
shot that took his life. A pool of blood lay 
thick and glotted about his head and 
caught the locks of his iron-gray hair 
as they fell into tho stiffening mass. 


A hand-mirror was clasped in his left band 
and from the right a revolver had fallen. The 
body lay just across the short hall at the foot 
of the stairway leading to the thirdstory. 

„It happened, said Mamie, the 16-year-old 
daughter of Philip Lanter, who rents the first 
and third floors of the house at1106 South 
Seventh street, where Hasse suicided, ‘‘about 
12 o’ clock. Dr. Hasse bad often said he would 
shoot himself, but mamma laughed at bim. 
He rents all of this second floor, and used to 
go to the restaurants for his meals, me was 70 
years of age, and had the heart disease. He 
said the — told him he could never 

et well, and so he had decided to 

ill himself. He was not very neigh- 
boriy. Some times he would stop in 
our rooms as he was going up-stairs 
and talk to mamma and papa,but that was not 
often. He used to sleep in the front room, 
and just before he killed himseif jhe shut the 
blinds and put his room ip order.’ 

„Was his practice good!?“ 

„More than he wanted. He used to refuse 
to wait ou them unless they came during his 
office hours.’’ 

Officers Chase and Donlon arrived and went 
through thatformula known to the police as 
taking charge of a case. That is they shut up 
the front room where any evidence as to 
the cause of the suicide might be and 
refused the reporters admittance. They also 
telephoned the Coroner. 

Mr. F. Scharwitz, an old-time friend of the 
deceased, came soon after the shooting. He 
said Hasse wasa bachelor and had come to 
this country in 1850 from Stettin, Germany, 
where he was born, and where three 
adult brothers and four sisters of 
the deceased still liyed. Hasse was an oculist 
of some reputation, and had inthe practice of 
his profession accumulated some means, just 
how much he could not say. There was 
some property in Carondelet and some on 
Grand avenue in this city. Drs. Bernays and 
Ludeking had been attending Dr. Hasse and 
had pronounced his trouble to be heart dis- 

ease. Hasse bad come to look upon bis com- 
plaint as incurable and had long anticipated his 
death from natural causes. Attimes the pain 
was so severe that the sufferer had said he 
could no longer stand it. He had written out 
his own application for 

A BURIAL CERTIFICATE 
and made other arrangements that would 
yg the duties that hie death would impose 
on his friends. He had named Mr. C. F. 


athey of the Mermod-Jaccard Company as 
his executor, and that gentieman had con- 
sented to act.

GEN. BENJAMIN T. BUTLER’S OPINION OF 
THE INTERSTATE OOMMERCE LAW. 


The Efforts of Railroads te Make the Meas- 
ure Unpopular Can Be Stopped by the 
Commission—Some Changes in the Law 
Necessary — The Question of Fair and 
Reasonable Rates—Mileage Not the Meas- 
ure of Equality. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

BosTon, April 30.—Since he recovered from 
his Philadelphia accident, Gen. Butler hay been 
one of the busiest men in New England. The 
accumulated business demands of his im- 
mense law practice require of him dally tasks 
in court-rooms and offices which would appall 
those leaders at the bar whose weight of years 
is not balanced by physical vitality. 
Gen. Butler’s appearance and manners 
have acquired a peculiar impressiveness 
during recent years. The General’s 
friends cannot understand how he manages 
amid all the pressure on his time to keep in- 
formed of the details of public affairs. That 
he is as keenly observant and as incisive in his 
judgment of men and things as he was when in 
public life demonstrated itself very forcibly in 
the course of an informal chat which the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent enjoyed with him yes- 
terday afternoon. With his chair pushed back 
and his weak ankle resting comfortably on a 
cushioned seat, the General enjoyed his pecu- 
liar luxury, a ‘‘dry’’ smoke, while he talked. 
The conversation turning to the disturbances 
in trade created by the reception of the inter- 
state law. 

THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW. 

Gen. Butler expressed himself on the subject. 
‘*I believe the law right in principle, he 
said. ‘‘I can not see how a law which re- 
quires equal service for equal compensation 
can work ultimate injustice. Of course, the 
railroads are doing all in their power to make 
the measure unpopular, but the Commission 
can stop that. The great mistake that Con- 
gress made was in putting the law into opera- 
tion on the date the Commission entered office, 
instead of giving the Board six months to pre- 


pare a practical scheme or schedule of rules 
in interpretation of the bill. As it is, the 
railroads have construed the law to suit them- 
selves and the Commission has not had an op- 
portunity to formulate a code. It may be that 
some changes in the law will be found neces- 
sary; but I think the Commission will find it 
possible, under the present dill, to enforce 
the intent of Congress in passing it. The rail- 
roads have unanithously complied with the 
long-and-short-hatl provisions by raising 
long-haul charges to the maximum level. Now, I 
think it is within the power of the Commission 
to compel the railroads to establish a much 
lower level of charges, as was intended by 
the supporters at the bill, reducing the 
short-haul rates a great deal, and by raising 
the long-haul rates in much the same propor- 
tion. The effect of the iaw in cutting off 
passes has already been good. According to 
the road’s own showing this willincréase the 
passenger receipts about 10 per cent. Now 
the public has been compelled heretofore to 
pay for the dead-heads, and why should the 
public not get the benefit of the relief?’’ 

It would de a difficult matter, would it not, 
General, to accomplish that excellent result 
by legislation?“ 

FAIR AND REASONABLE RATES. 

„Why so? Whyis any additional legisla- 
tion necessary? The present law empowers 
the Commission to compel the roads to main- 
tain ‘fair and reasonable’ rates. Itis fair to 
assume that the rates before passes were 
abolished were fair and reasonable, and 
3 that the receipts have been increased 

* cent, why can not the Commission com- 
the roads to reduce fares 10 per cent? 
oston exporters are very much afraid the 
law will destroy the import trade of the city 
by raising Western rates above those of 
New York. There is nothing in railroading, 
or in this law, which makes mileage the meas- 
ure of equality. The best illustration of that 
is the rate on a barre! of flour from Chicago to 
Boston, which is 25 cents, the same as itis 
from Boston to Lowell. The cost of moving 
such freight is about one-half a mill per ton 
per mile. In each case the cost of handling at 
each terminus exceeds the actual cost of the 
transportation. Of course, the entforce- 
ment of the new law will at first 
cause friction, and, perhaps, apparent 
injustice, but a level-headed determined 
Board can compel the railroads to live up to 
the spirit as well as the letter of the law, and 
can in time make. it operate for the public 
ood. I don't believe that the question will 
ecome a political one. It has not been thus 
far. Whether the result 1s a success or a fail- 
ure, no creditor criticism can be applied to 
the Administration. The law is now inter- 
preted and enforced by its enemies. When 
its friends have had an opportunity to do 
both I think we shall seea different state of 
thin gs.

„Had he been anything but a prince he 
would have died years ago, was a remark 
often heard in Prince Leopold’s lifetime 
apropos of that delicate younger son of the 
robust British Queen. The inference was, 
not that being a prince he was specially fa- 
vored by Providenoe; but that bis position and 
fortune entitled him to care and skill, both 
Medical and general, that as a mere commoner 
he would scarcely have received. The same spe- 
cles of deduction may be gathered from the 
subject on hand. Had ‘‘Saracinesca’’ been 


written by any one but F. Marion Crawford it 


would have died a violent death at the hands 
of the public and the press. The inference 
is, not that ‘‘Saracinesca’’ is a bad novel, but 
that the same subject handled by any other 
author would receive and deserve censure. 
Glided as they are by the genius of a writer 
who turns everything he handles into gold, 
they form a very readable and interesting 
novel, although the subjects are time-worn, 
the plot an exhausted mine, and the charac- 
ters nothing in particular. 

The only thing that is new is the surround- 
ings. ‘‘Saracinescta’’is a tale of the latter 
years of the papacy, prior to the entry of Vic- 
tor Emanuel. The imposing forms and cere- 
monies of the Pontifical Court, the magnifi- 
cence and splendor of the old Roman families, 
princes and dukes of feudal and papal houses 
who have existed since the times of Cesar; 
the soft Italian surroundings, and the 
sensuous, passionate, Italian natures, all ¢om- 
bine to lend aglamour to the story, which, in 
itself, is commonplace enough. What can be 
more time-worn and ordinary than the story 
of a lovely and loving young girl of high prin- 
elples and connections married to a worn-out 
old roue treble her age, with a handsome and 
passionate young lover inthe background. 
Ouida has immortalized it in her ‘‘Moths,’’ 
and the story was old when she tackled it. 

Every writer of sensational literature in the 
English- speaking world has hovered around 
this fascinating but commonplace romance 
like a cat in an empty room with a plate of 
roast beef on the table, Yet Mr. Crawford, 
who must have known the antiquity of his 
chestnut, has ventured to pick up this ancient 
subject, and by the mere strength of his 
genius has forced us upon our knees 
in admiration. Under his gentie touch, 
the stale old characters are invested 
with a dignity and pathos that they could 
claim in no other connection. It is Marion 
Crawford’s specialty to put new wine into old 
bottles, yet neithér are destroyed. Almost 
entirely devoid of imagination, he, cannot 
create for himself, but taking the worn-out 
and old images that others have thrown aside, 
he decorates the puppets with the delicate 
tints of his own dainty pencil, investing 
them with a beauty which, while it seems 
to be their own, isin reality nothing but. his 
skilful dressing. 

The story, apart from its political significa- 
tion, is the story of a young Italian girl of high 
birth, named Corona, who, on leaving the 
convent where she had been educated, sacri- 
ficed herself by marrying an old roue of 60, 
named the Due d’Astradente, whose doings 
had been as scandalous as his ancient name 
was famous in the history of his 
country. Corona’s object 
the last years of her aged father’s 
life happy and to save him from financial 
ruln. Naturally enough she had not lived 
many years with her old husband before she 
met her ‘‘fate’’ (though our author describes 
the circumstance by no name so vulgar) in 
the person of Don Giovanni Saracinesca, a 
model novel hero, tall and dark, of ancient 
lineage and enormous wealth, silent, re- 
served, and proud. ° 

One can easily imagine how such a combina- 
tion of circumstances would have been treated 
by various writers of unquestionable genius, 
Victor Hugo, forexample, and George Sand 
among French writers and the Duchess, 
Miss Braddon, Ouida and Rhoda Brough- 
ton of the English school. Ouida has al- 
ready proved how she would treat it in 
the novel previously referred to, and Miss 
Broughton’s ‘‘Nancy’’ also handles the same 
subject. Our autbor follows them up to a cer- 
tain point, and then branches off in a distinctly 
contrary, and far more satisfactory, direction. 
He makes the disreputable old husband who 
is despised by every one an attractive 
figure in our eyes. Anything more 
pathetic than the figure of this 
poor old man, whois reallyin love with his 
wife, was never introduced into fiction. His 
painted face and wig in Mr. Crawford’s 
hands absolutely add to the pathos of his de- 
lineation. He believes in his wife as the one 
woman on earth above suspicion, and she 
fully justifies his faith. 

Amid all the excitement of the first two years 
of herlifein the worid, Corona had moved 
calmly upon her way, wrapped inthe perfect 
dignity of her character, hat she suffered 
now—whether she suffered at ull—no man 
knew. The old Duca d' Astratiente had smiied 
and played with the curled locks of 
his wonderful wig and had told everyone 
that his wife was the one woman 
in the universe who was above suspicion. 
People had laughed incredulously at first, but 
as time wore on they held their peace tacitly, 
acknowledging that the aged fop was right, as 
usual, but swearing in their hearts that it was 
the shame of shames to see the noblest woman 
in their midst tied to such a wretched remnant 
of dissipated humanity as the Duca d’ Astra- 
dente. Corona went everywhere like other 
people. She received in her own house a vast 
number of acquaintances; there were a few 
friends who came and went very much as they 
pleased, and some of them were youhg, but 
there was never a breath of scandal breathed 
about the Duchess. She was indeed above 
suspicion. 

So things went on for about five years until 
Saracinesca’s dark face appeared above the 
horizon. The two fell madly in love with one 
another, but though the fact was soon sus- 
pected in society, Corona was true to her old 
husband and the world knewit, and only 
pitied her the more. Some of the passages 
describing her married life are admirably writ- 
ten and deserve a place here. Mme. Mayer, a 
vulgar society woman of whom more later, 
had got upa little al fresco party at a meet, 
and had induced Saracinesca, who was credited 
with intending to marry her, to join the party. 
Presently they met Corona and her husband 
in their carriage and tried to persuade them 
to join the party. Corona, mindful of her 
husband’s health, refused, although her long- 
ing to be with Saracinesea was intense. 

So Giovanni and Madame Mayer joined their 
noisy p , but before they were pre to 
start the Astradente carriage drove rapidly 
out ofthe field. The laughter and loud talk -

she would do so, and because having sworn 
she regarded the breaking of her faith by the 
smallest act of unkinduess asa thing beyond 
the bounds of possibility. 

Corona preserved her fidelity to her hus- 
band in spite of terrible temptation until one 
day, in a fitof anger, he fell dead at her feet. 
Then she mourned for him truly and faithful- 
ly, resisting the advances of Saracinesca, who 
naturally could not see why, when he had 
made love to her during her husband’s life- 
time, he should not do so now that that ob- 
stacle was removed. Whether or no she 
eventually married him or not, our readers 
must get the book and discover for them- 
selves. 

‘*Saracinesca’’ is a plot within a plot, or rather 
two twin tales, joined together. Quite apart 
from and scarcely connected With the main 
tale at all is the story of Mme. Mayer and a 
rascal named Ugo del Ferice, the villain of the 
story. This enters largely into the politics of 
the age and scene and there isa hint at the end 
that a sequel will beforthcoming. Asa mat- 
ter of opinion it may occurtothe reader that 
Mr. Marion Crawfora might turn 
his attention to something more amus- 
ing than the adventures of this precious 
pair of rascals. Don Giovanni’s and Corona’s 
affairs being definitely settled, few will care to 
hear further on the subject of the two least- 
interesting people in the book. Among the 
minor characters, the old Prince Saracinesca, 
Don Giovannl's father, is a most amusing old 
fellow. On the whole, we congratulate Mr. 
Crawford (with reservation) upon Alis last 
novel; but—we know when we have had 
enough. A word to the wise is sufficient. 


THE DEATH OF GILLIAM. 
{Compiled from H. H. Bancroft’s Oregon, Vol. I.] 

Obstinate, impetuous’ Corneilius Gilliam 
conceived the idea of an independent Oregon 
colony. Such a project was suited to the 
fancy andtemper of the emigrants of 1844. 
Their eagerness to go to Oregon was not less- 
ened by the prospect of having to drive out 
the nation which had been fought at New 
Orleans, and their tendencies toward military 
glory led them to organize their train under 
military rules. Gilliam was elected 
General, and enough subordinate offi- 
cers were appointed to supply an 
army. Little is known of his antecedents. 
Brave and generous, he had good natural 
abilities, although but little education. He 
had learned the odor of burned powder in the 
Biack Hawk war, and had served as captain 
in Florida during the Seminole war. He had 
preached the gospel of Christ. As a member 
of the Missouri Legisiature, he had helped to 
make laws, and as the Sheriff of a County he 
had grimly attended to their execution. He 
was indeed just the robust, impulsive, sympa- 
thetic, willful and courageous leader whom the 
men of the border would choose. 

Entering Oregon. with a determination to 
help hold the country for the United States, 
he had no friendly feelings towards the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company as the representatives of 
the English power there. He heard a good 
deal of gossip concerning the meaning of the 
recent action of the compnny in strengthening 
their defenses. And although his prejudices 
had softened under thebindnesses he-had. re- 
ceived from the fur-traders, he declared at 
the Cascades that, although willing to 
live in peace with the Hudson’s 
Bay Company so long as they kept 
within their treaty rights, he would have no 
hesitation in knocking their stockade about 
their ears if they did not carry themselves 
properly. Indeed, his impulsive belligerence 
caused the company great anxiety shortly 
after the Whitman massacre. He was ap- 
pointed commander of the Oregon army, 
raised to punish the savage murders, and 
became indignant because the fur company 
refused to furnish $100,000 worth of 
supplies on the credit of the Govern- 
ment. A report was spread that he 
had determined to take Vancouver by force of 
arms, andtosupply his regiment with what 
they required from its stores, tendering a 
draft on the United States Treasury in pay- 
ment. On the credit of this rumor, guns were 
placed on the bastions of the fort and other 
preparations were made for defense. But the 
Governor of Oregon smoothed over the diff 
culty, and fortunately the impending wrath of 
the irrepressible Gilliam was averted. 

In command of the first army raised in Or- 
ezon, Gilliam led his forces to inaugurate the 
Cayuse war. He led the advance company on 
the march to the Dalles, and asthe army passed 
up the Columbia River, asupply station was 
established at the cascade portage, which was 
named Fort Gilliam. On arriving 
at the Dalles, he sent forward 
a small detachment to discover tlie 
location of the enemy. As this force was re- 
turning to camp, they were overtaken ina 
narrow canyon byawell- armed, mounted force 
ot Indians who opened fire. The volunteers 
were obliged to dismount and shelter them- 
selves behind the rocks and bushes of the 
ravine. There the savages annoyed them till 
dark by rolling beavy stones down upon 
them. On the following day Gilliam attacked 
the natives with his whole company, killing a 
number and capturing a considerable amount 
of stock, besides $1,400 of stolen property. 

At length the volunteers encamped near the 
site of the former mission, and Gilliam visited 
the scene of the massacre. It was a piace of 
sad desolation. The houses had been burned 
and all the property carried off or destroyed. 
A heap of adobes was all that remained of the 
buildings. Scattered around were broken 
fragments of china and glass. Letters were 
picked up showing that Whitman had been 
aware of his danger. This spectacle evidently 
hardened the heart of the impulsive com- 
mander and he returned in an impatient 
mood to camp, resolving to make his head- 
quarters among the ruins. 

Peace Commissioners bad been authorized to 
treat with the savages On condition that the 
murderers should be surrendered, but all 
their talk was an irritation to Gilliam, who 
saw the guilty Cayuses slipping through his 
fingers, while he was forced to confer with 
their relatives. He at length made a deter- 
mined advance, and endeavored to ford the 
Touchet River. When within two miles of the 
crossing the Indians madeadash to secure 
the ford and hold it under cover of 
the scrubby trees. White men and 
red fought bravely for precedence, and 
the smoke of their guns mingled 
as they approached the stream. The four 
hundred Indians warmed to their work, and 
kept the army of Oregon for an hour at the 
ford before all gained the southern side of the 
river. Unequal as their number were, the 
volunteers achieved a decided success. The 


Indians made no attempt to follow the Ameri- 


cans across the Touchet. The whoop and 
yell and rattle of musketry, which had been 
continuous for thirty hours, ceased, and from 
the farther side of the stream came the wild 
and melancholy death-song of the savages.

PRACTICAL CHIROSOPHY. Ep HnON-ALLEX. 
Rosamund Brund-Horsley. New 
's Sons, 1887. One vol., Sq., 

18mo. . Price, $1. 

This interesting littte volume by the well- 
known author of ‘‘The Scjence of the Hand’’ 
lenas a new grace to the ever-fascinating, 
though questionable, science known as 
chirosophy, or palmistry. One great objec- 
tion to students ofthe art has always been in 
the ambiguity of the explanations, the books 
written to explain it only succeeding 
in enveloping the study in voluminous clouds 

mystery. Mr. Heron-Allen has endeavored 
to be plain, and with tho assistance of Miss 
Horsley's artistic talents, has actually suc- 
ceeded in beingso. The little book is most in- 
teresting and equally explicit. Mr. Heron- 
Allen’s argument fs that while some idea as to 
future events maybe gathered froma per- 
son’s hand, yet that chirosophy does not, 
and will not undertake to predict the future. 
On pp. 87-89 the author remarks: 

It is strenuously objected toin this science 
that it professes to predict with certainty fut- 
ure events. Now this is what it does not 
do. * * Chirosophy is not fatalism. 
It never says what shall be, shall be. It mere - 
15 warns us Of what will happen it we pursue 
the course we are adopting. If we neglect the 
warning, as have constantly known 
— to do, turning aside with a 
ofty smile, we have onl ourselvés 
to blame when the events which we might 
easily have averted by an effort of will super- 
vene to our harm and annoyance. It is true 
that certain signs have been handed down 
from generation to generation, such as the in- 
dications of coming accidents and sudden 
death, and in numberiless incidents my own 
personal experiences have proved the correct- 
ness of these signs, for the explanation of 
which itis impossibie to hazard any reason- 
able conjecture. These facts woe Be exist as 
facts, and as such we are bound to accept 
them. 

Among the interesting statements made by 
Mr. Allen is the fact that the origin of hand- 
shaking was established by the ancients to 
emphasize the fact that they were not con- 
cealing a weapon. Another is the statement 
that a person whose hands are always closed 
is secretive and untruthful. ‘‘If you suspect 
that a man is telling you a lie look at his 
hands; he cannot lie with his hands open. 
This is an interesting fact which many will be

Comment and Cream. 


It has been the fashlon of this century to run 
down the novel as a thing always ephemeral, 
generally mischievous and not unfrequently 
vicious; yet it isto the novels of this age that 
posterity will turn for its information respect - 
ing the social habits and customs of the nine- 
teenth century. Fiction may be termed social 
history, in contradistinction to political his- 
tory ‘which records only the deeds of 
nations. The student of 1987, if he wants 
to glean reliable facts respecting the every-day 
life of the nineteenth century, will seek them 
not in the works of our poets or philosophers, 
in our Congressional blue- books or our vol - 
uminous histories, but in the writings of 
Thackeray, Trollope and Scott, of George 
Eliot and Mrs. Gaskell, ot Charles Dickens and 
Washington Irving and in the pages of How- 
ells, James, Meredith and Marion Crawford. 
They will turn to these writers for informa- 
tion just as we turn to the works of Fiéiding 
and Smollett for a picture of life in their day 
rather than to the poor and bald histories of 


the times. 3

Consequently the novel has a high mission if 
writers and readers would only learn to be- 
lieve it. Sifting fromthe wheatthe absolute 
chaff, which is blown aside by a single puff of 
wind, the fiction of the day may be divided 
into two great classes: 1. The tales of the 
imagination pure and simple, of which the 
Rider Haggard and Louis Stevenson fraternity 
are the aposties. 2 The novel which 
is a picture, more or less faith- 
fal, of real life in its various phases, 
including such works as are typical 
specimen of the writers mentioned above 
with many others, more or less 
In spite of the popular sneer that the art of 
fiction-writing is dying out it is probable 
that no age has ever produced so many 
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that have lived and toiled within the last six 
or seven decades, 
a ° * 

An interesting letter appears in the Critic 
from Dr. Mitchell on the subject of ‘‘Ameri- 
can Literary Criticism.’’ Forty years ago 
American journals were ahead of us in this 
matter, both in purpose, earnestness and an 
honest desire to set forth the faults and 
beauties ofauthors. Large, grave,deliberate, 
literary judgments would find enough of 
eager, cultivated readers among us to-day, 
while in actual fact our criticism is below the 
wants of the cultivated class and of the classes 
which are seeking culture. ’ 

Among other interesting comments Dr. 
Mitcheil remarks that a serious and interest- 
ing test of the failure of critical art on the face 
of arising literature, is that it is valueless to 
the authors as it now exists. Some of the best 
critics are those who -never wrote a line. 
Listen to the bright chat of a party of intelli- 
gent women discussing a recent novel. Place 
thaton paperand you havea real criticism.. 
The critic should have a double function— 
the privilege of praise or blame for public 
uses, and the duty of pointing out to an 
author, especially a young one, where and 
why he has failed, and of justifying his strict- 
ures by quotations which shall enable others 
to sit with him in judgment.

A correspondent of The Nation, named 
Austen, has discovered a most barefaced 
plagiarism,in Miss Kate Sanborn’s latest work, 
»The Vanity and Insanity of Genius.’’ On 
pages 42 and 43 the authoress has deliberately 
copied, almost word for word, a long, re- 
fiective passage from the pages of the rather 
obscure English Essayist, F. W. H. Myers, 
whose work appeared about a year previous 
to Miss Sanborn’s. In order to be at 
once properly gallant, yet deservedly 

„ Mr. Austen lays all the blame 
on Mr. Myers, whom he accuses of 
being a more than ordinarily skillful 
plagiarist, inasmuch as ‘‘by some occult 
theosophic trick of mind-reading or astral- 
dodying he can steal Miss Sanborn’s thoughts 
and style of expression a year before she con- 
fided themtopaper.’’ If this goes on in- 
quiries the critic frantically, what is to pre- 
vent the impudent Britisher doing the same to 
other inspired Americans. May we not ex- 
pect to see Mr. Myers and kindred pirates 
printing Howells’ new novels or possibly— 
ye gods forfend—even Joseph's Cook’s lect- 
ures long before the Auckless authors can 
evolve them? Protection should be the order 


of the day.

A Superb Concert Given by Mr. Gericke and 
His Assistants. | 


The standard of orchestral music in 8t. Louis 
was put up a peg last evening. With the fre- 
quent hearing of the Thomas Orchestra the 
taste of St. Louis music-lovers has been 
educated to a high demand. Thie demand 


was more than satisfied by the Boston Sym- 
23 Orchestra in the concert given at Music 

all. It was a captivating musical event 
touching in every respect so high a point of 
artistic perfection that criticism that is any- 
thing but 8 es seems trivial and over- 
fastidious. It was almost without an imper- 
fection, and altogether was as exquisite in 
taste and fine in intelligence as it was superb 
in attainment and finish. 

The work of the Orchestra in many respects 
surpassed that of the Thomas organization. 
It was not that grander results were attained, 
because this can not be said, but its charm lay 
in the delicacy of shading and expression, the 
perfect harmony of ali the parts and the rare 
taste with which each number was rendered. 
The Oberon overture of Weber revealed new 
beauties at the hands of Mr. Gericke and his 
musicians. The fine coloring and delicacy of 
shading with which the soft passages were 
treated made the rendition charming. 
The same intelligence and taste 
was manifest in the performance of Liszt’s 
symphonic poem, and the Tannhauser 
overture, in which also the grander effects 
were brought out admirably. 

The largoof Handel, played by sixteen vio- 
lins, with Mr. Kueisel, soloist, and with harp 
accompaniment, wasa gem in the expression 
and harmony of the instruments. It is in the 
string, that one of the chief excellenoes of the 
orcbestra is neticeabie. 

The other numbers on the ro- 
gramme were all thoroughly artistic 
and delightful.

layed Liszt’s concerto in E flat with a brill- 
ancy of execution and a vigor, yet delicacy,of 
touch and expression which captured the au- 
dience and gained the young pianiste recall 
after recall. 

Mme. Helene Hastreiter scored one of the 
triumphs of the evening with the magnificent 
aria, ‘‘I Have Lost My Eurydice,’’ from 
Gluck’s Orpheus and Eurydice.’’

Mrs. W. G. Noah Revives the Triumphs of 
Forty Years Ago.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 30.—The feature of 
the performance given for the Rochester Lodge 
of Elks was the appearance of the veteran 
actress, Mrs. W. G. Noah, as Lady Macbeth, a 
character in which she won fame over thirty 
years ago.

She 
continued tothe erid of the scene without 
exhibiting any fatigue and walked off at the 
close with a firmtread. The audience would 
not let her depart, however, and the enthus- 
iastic applause which followed brought her 
out before the curtain. She was attended by 
Manager Taylor, but did not seem to need his 
assistance. As the two handsome baskets of 
flowers were handed to her over the footlights 
her eyes sparkled with their old time fire, and 
her smile of thanks seemed to many present 
to be sweeter than ever. Ex-Aiderman Fitz-

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TORTURES OF THE BALLET. 


The Suffering Which Is Undergone by Airy 
Dancers on the Stage. 


Every day the pupil imprisons her feetin a 
pair of narrow cases in which, heel to heel, 
the tortured limbs are being accustomed to 
remain in a parallel position, says the Pall 
Mall Gazette, describing the training of ballet 
dancers in Paris. After half an hour in these 
cases another torture is substituted. This 
time one foot is placed on a bar, which 
is held by the hand opposite to 


the foot which is being exercised, and both 
footand hand are changed at the word of 
command. And it must not be imagined that 
these hard. tests have to be undergone only 
forucertaintime. They have always to be 
continued if the dancer wishes to preserve her 
elasticity. A single week of rest has to be 
paid for with several months of double and 
uninterrupted work. The fable of Sisyphus 
and his rock is realized by the ballet-dancer. 
She is the race-horse which pays with 
its rest, its embonpoint and its libert 
for the rapid victories in the field. , 
A. Second tells in his curious Petits Mys- 
teres de l’Opera’’ that Alle. Taglioni, after 
atwo hours’ lesson by her father, toll faint- 
ing onthe floor of her room, and remained 
unconscious while she was undressed, 
sponged, and redressed. The lightness of her 
marvelous dancing before the audience was 
paid for with such a price. Mlle. Taglioni’s 
example is rigorously fellowed by other 
dancers, and there are some who, through 
bodily defects, have unusual difficulties to 
overcome, and who torture themselves with a 
barbarous ferocity. 

These daily exercises having come to an 
end, all the different steps are gone through, 
the professor rapidly indicating the — 
from one step to another. And how hot the 
poor creatures become! Some moan and sigh; 
some gasp and cough; others can scarcely 
stand on their feet. ith the dancers only the 
lege grow stout—sometimes, indeed, too much 
so—but their arms, their shoulders, their 
chests are a pitifui sight. 

The following is the description of a dancin 
lesson on the stage of the Paris Opera. A 
the ladies are dressed in cotton or flannel, 
which leaves theirarms and shouiders bare, 
with a garment down to their knees, and boots 
like the cothurnus. The wealthy among them 
have costly fur coats;the poor have thin, 
shabby shawls or waterproofs to wrap them - 
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Not unfrequently the baton is used for other 
yurposes than merely to beat time, and the 
Reson goes on amid . and cursing. All 
the dancers take part in it, from the very 
young the poor and the innocent, who try to 
embellish themselves with a bunch of vio ets 
or a piece of bright ribbon and a pair of brass 
and ladies sparki with

pagodas of Juggernaut.

Bernhardt at Home. 


From a Paris Letter. 

When the servant announces dinner, which 
occurs per force at an early hour, 6 o’ciock, 
in order that the actress may reach the thea- 
ter in time, Sarah Bernhardt bids her callers 


good-bye and 28322 retires. If, however, 
she happens to be engaged in an interesting 
conversation with a visitor, she invites him to 
follow her into the dining-room, where she 
sinks into 4 high-backed, antique chair at the 
head of the long table, which is always full, and 
asks him: ‘‘Will you dine with me? 
No? Then place your chair near 
mine and let us begin where we 
left oft. Then she continues the chat with 
that rapidity of speech for which she is 
famous, both off and on the stage. Her 
enunciation is phenomenally distinct. Every 
syllable is pronounced, which, added to the 
musical quality of her voice, gives a peculiar 
charm to herconversation. There are two in- 
mates of the household that cali for a word of 
notice. I refer to a brace of dogs, a huge 
mastiff and a diminutive black poodie 
shaved in the common and hideous 
Paris fashion. Have you ever met 
my big protector?’’ she asks. ‘‘No.’’ You 
expect to see enter her son Maurice, now a 
young man over 20, but in his stead a great 
mongrel dog rushes in on you, his wagging 
tail overturning the tea cups on the table and 
his tongue ready to lick the palm or face of 
mistress and guests. He goes straight to 
Sarah and receives with evident satisfaction 
the tender caresses of her long siender hand. 

When you enter Sarah Bernhardt’s house 
the first thing that attracts attention is the 
kitchen, immediatly on your right. The door 
always stands open and you get a tull 
view of a lofty blue and white porce- 
lain stove that reaches from floor to 
ceiling. Long rows of highly- polished 
copper saucepans, kettles and griddies of all 
sizes and shapes, look down upon you from 
their hooks. The floor is of tiles, kept as 
clean as the white tables where the man cook 
is busy preparing the next meal, dividing his 
time between spitting a spring chicken and 
gazing out through the window at what is 
going on in the street.

From an Interview With His Son. 

Even when he was back in England, dy- 
ing, the governor would get Sam up in the 
middie ofthe night, and teil him stories of 
what he and others had done and had heard 
before he was taken ill. And the year before 


that, when he was going about Brighton in a 
bath-chair, he was still up to his old tricks. 
He must have had a wonderful constitution to 
have gone through all he did and keep his 
health so long.

I remember 
once, when-we were living in Kensington, the 
governor came in at luncheon time, his head 
alltiedup and looking dreadfully. Mother 
fainted and we ali had a most terrible time. It 
seems he had been thrown off his horse, head 
first, against a big tree, and it had knocked 
his eye out of his head. Dr. Simpson, a friend 
of his, was hunting with him, and when he 
came up be found father absolutely senseless 
on the ground, his eye lying full on his cheek. 
He put the eye back and got it bandaged be- 
fore the governor ‘‘came to,’’ and then 
brought him home, 

He played that night just the same as ever, 
although, of course, he must have been in any 
amount of pain. And so he did a while later 
when he was thrown and broke his arm. He 
was playing the Hero of Romance then (our

EVANSVILLE, Ind., April 29.— At the begin- 
ning of the present century that floodtide of 
immigration from the Atlantic States set in, 
which, in less than fifty years, had swept 
across the Continent, and, like the overflows 
of the Nile, had rendered the West the com- 
migssariat of the world. 

Cities, like the stars of the firmament, stud 
its vast plains, while manufactures and 
commerce, the handmaids of civilization, have 
kept pace with its splendid progress. That 
this great section was destined from the very 
nature of things to become the seat of empire 
in this country was seen from the beginning 
by all thoughtful observers who had given 
the extentand character of its resources a 
moment’s consideration. | 

The area and featilitv of the soil could not 
have failed to convinee anyone that it was to 
be the great grain region of the continent; its 
unparalleled mineral resources pointed to 
the magnificént future of its manufactures, 
and its splendid natural highways of traffic 
and travel told, in eloquent language, the 
story of its future commerce. These are the 
conditions that zo to build a ty. When they 
exist, a great metropolis rises as naturally as 
the flowers spring from the quickened soil and 
genial showers. — 

Considering then, the vast resources of the 
great West, as well as the geographieal and 
mineralogical position of Evansville, with re- 
spect to the command of these resources; 
considering that she is the very center of this 
almost limitless empire of natural wealth, it is 
our purpose in this article to point out the ex- 
tent and value of her importance, and to 
show, so far asfacts and figures can forecast 
the future, that she is destined to become one 
of the greatest commercial and manufacturing 
centers of the United States. 

The historical ahd descriptive sketches, it is 
believed, will be found not only reliable in the 
information they contain, but of more than 
ordinary interest to the general pnolic. 

It has been our effort, in compiling the mat- 
ter it contains, to show especially to the out- 
side world the many virtues the city possesses 
as a commercial center. 

Her mineralogical and geographical situa- 
tion, her agricultural resources, her social and 
educational advantages, have been set forth 
in a truthful manner, without resort to 
**gush’’ or extravagant diction. The fact 
alone that steam coal can be purchased in 
Evansville at 37½ cents per ton is sufficient 
evidence that she possesses one of the great- 
est and cheapest prerequisites for manufactur- 
ing. 

This statement of her commerce and manu- 
factories shows what Evausville has accom- 
plished and what position she occupies to- 
day. It also shows the enterprise of the men 
who have built up the city and given her the 
commercial importance she enjoys to-day. 

If weshall succeed in directing public at- 
tention by the facts here presented to the 
many advantages offered in Evansville for 
the establishment of manufactories and for 
inaugurating new enterprises, we shall feel 
that our mission has been accomplished. If 
we should contribute hereby in drawing to 
the city a new population, who will aid in 
“developing its wonderful possibilities or 
shaping its destinies, we shali feel that our 
work has not been in vain. 

-HISTORICAL SKETCH. 

Less than three-quarters of a century ago 
the present site of Evansville was a savage 
waste, resounding only to the war-whoop of 
the Indian, who was master of its unbroken 
solitudes. In 1812 Col. Hugh McGary, who had 
ventured upon the trail of that famous 
pioneer, Daniel Boone, into Kentucky, emi- 
grated from that State to the Territory of In- 
diana. He carefully inspected the shore line 
of the river until reaching the immense bluffs 
of this city, and here satisfied himself that no 
other point presented such advantages. 

He constructed arude log cabin, which was 
the first habitation erected on the site where 
now stands one of the most picturesque cities 
of the Ohio Valley. At this time there was 
also a small Indian Village just beyond Pigeon 


Creek, upon the site now occupied by the Hel- 
frich saw-mill. In 1813 Col. — laid out a 
town in lots, but for five years it made no 
rogress untilthe advent of Gen. Robert M. 
vans and James W. Jones, who came here in 
1816, an d united with Gol. McGary in building 
up the towu. Asurvey was made and prem- 
iges platted andthe town was called Evans- 
ville, in honor of Gen. Evans, who had come 
out from Virginia. This old pioneer hasa

In 1818 Vanderburgh County was formed; 
1821 the first church was established; first 
school-house in 1824; the first newspaper (the 
Journal, still in existence) in 1831; first bank 
in 1834; Wabash and Erie canal built in 1836, 
from which time the tide of emigration began 
to pour in, real estate advanced, and the city 
experienced its first healthy boom. In 1840 the 
population was 2,121, which rapidly increased 
until the monetary troubles of 1857 and the 
serious depressions of 1860-61, caused by the 
civil war. ut this was only temporary, as 
her subsequent history has clearly shown, and 
she stands to-day a city with a population of 
45,000 souls. 
MINERALOGICAL POSITION. 
Evansville is without doubt destined to be- 
come the great manufacturing city of the 
Southwest, and this may be described 
as largely attributable to her min- 
eralogical position. That she possesses 
advantages which entitle hertolay claim to 
this we are fully convinced, asshe is located 
in the very heart of the richest coal fields of 
America, all of which are easily accessible, so 
that it may be seen at a glance that she pos- 
sesses the first great requisite ot a manufactur- 
ing city—coal. Of the unparalleled advan- 
tages which Evansville enjoys in the way of 
cheap fuel, we shall speak later on in this 


articie.

's minutes north and 87 degrees and 29 minutes 
west from Greenwich, or 10 degrees 30 minutes 
west from Washington.

The citizens of Evansville are justly proud 
of their school building and superior educa- 
tional facilities. The vital importance of 
educating the masses having once been recog- 
nized, no great amount of logic was necessary 
to make the public concede that upon it de- 
volved the duty of accomplishing the desired 
result. Evansville contains fourteen public 
school buildings, four of which are for 
colored and ten for white students. 
A deaf-mute department has been re- 
centiy added to the facilities of the 
High School. The bases of education 
in the primary and grammar schools is a thor- 
ough English course, ana the finishing of a 
grammar course alone is amply sufficient to fit 
any boy or girl for filling an honorable and 
useful sphere in life. Further evidence of the 
high standard of her public-school system 
can be found in the hundreds of representa- 
tive men and women who, by their attain- 
ments, have largely contributed in making 
Evansville what it is to-day. 

LUMBER INTERESTS. 

The lumber interests of Evansville consti- 
tute avery substantial part of her extensive 
trade. She perhaps deserves the credit of be- 
ing calied the largest hard wood lumber mar- 
ket in the world, and as such is well known at 
home and abroad, as much of our lumber is 
shipped direct from here to Europe. The sup- 
ply of oak, hickory, ash, gum, beech, wal- 
nut, maple and poplar is drawn from the tim- 
bered region along the Ohio and its tributaries 
in this vicinity. These are largely drawn 
upon to meet the wants of home manufactur- 
ers of agricultural implements, furniture and 
building, which are among the live and grow- 
ing interests of Evansville. 

There are in the city of Evansville ten saw- 
mills and six planing-mills, and these sixteen 
establishments give employment to about 600 
or 700 men, who receive in wages about $350,000 
per annum. The output from the saw-mills is 


per annum. The hard wood lumber from 
these mills is shipped to every part of the 
country and is in constant demand by manu- 
facturers at a distance. The iumber-mills of 
this city employ a large amount of capital in 
plant and machinery, and drawing their sup- 
ply of logs from this immediate vicinity, are 
enabled to meet and baffle the keenest com- 
petition. 
SOCIAL ADVANTAGES. 

Evansville is more eminently a city of happy 
and comfortable homes than any other in the 
country. There is nocityin the West where 
so large a percentage of the inhabitants live 
in and own their houses. Outside of the large 
and elegant structures of the business part of 
the city, and the magnificent residences of the 
wealthier portion of the community, stretch- 
ing for miles are the neat frame and brick 
residences of the mechanics and small store- 
keepers, and the cleanly white cottages of the 
laboring population, each surrounded by a 
liberal piece of 3 altogether covering a 
vast territory. There is thus afforded a wealth 
of room and air to the poorer population. 
The territory covered by the city is so large 
that real estate is comparatively cheap, and 
there is no reason vey A every industrious 
workingman should notina short time pos- 
sess a home of his own. Lots can be purchased 
here at prices ranging from $125 to #400, on 
easy terms. 

And our citizens, who thoroughly appre- 
ciate the man advantages arising from 
a favorable condition ofthe working classes, 
have organized several building associations 
for the purpose of mutual aid in providin 
on easy terms a home, both comfortable an 
cheap, for the laboring people. Tue private 
residences of the wealthier portion of the 
community will compare favorably with those 
of any city of its size in the West, as regards 
beauty of design and magnificent appearance. 

THE CHURCHES. 

While itis true that the schools foster, en- 
courage and successfully improye the moral 
status of society, yet those guiding and con- 
trolling influences calculated to purify and 
keep wholesome the morals are regarded as 
being peculiarly within the province of the 
church. From this standpoint Evansville 
may be pardoned for the sin of boasting as 
she proudly points to the towering 
steeple, massive dome, lofty spire or sim- 
ple belfry surmounting the numerous church 
edifices upon every hand within the confines 
of the city. Here there may be found repre- 
sentatives of a multitude of sects, creeds and 
deneminations, in the fullest enjoyment of 
religious liberty. Widely diverging in opin- 
ions touching things sacred, all may express 
their convictions fearleasly and pursue the 
even tenor of their way. There are forty- 
three church edifices in the city, in neariy 
every one of which services are heid once or 
twice each week. 

CHEAP COAL. 

The extent of the bituminous coal field, by 
which Evansville is surrounded in her own 
State and from which she oughtto derive 
revenue, is 6,500 square miles—being equal to 
3,722,852 acres. The amount of coal contained 
in that area it isextremely difficult to estimate, 
because of the variations of strata and want of 
reliable information as to the number of 
workable veins to be found in the same depth 
from the surface reached by the English and 
French mines. The western seam alone 
would, estimating it at an average of eight feet 
in thickness, contain in that area 7,402,350, 000 
bushels, or 299,694,000 tons of coal, the val- 
ue of which, at an average rate of five cents 
per bushel, would be worth $37,461,600,000, or 
more than the ee ot the United 
States at the rate of $70,000,000 annually would 
amount to in 500 years. 

As the purport of this chapter is only to 
show the advantages ofthis seam of coal to 
Evansville, it is not to the purpose to present 
the areaof the coal fields in Evansville in 
comparison with those of other States, The 
coal basins underlying this section are devel- 
oped, some within the corporate limits of the 
city, and all are accessible to cheap transpor- 
tation facilities. 

There are five firms engaged in the coal- 
mining business in and around the city. These 
mines employ between 600 and 700 men and 
have a capacity of about 40,000 bushels per 
diem. Owing to the cheap facilities for load- 
ing this coal at the mouth of the mine and 
in dumptng it down in a few moments at the 
doors of the manufactories, it is necessarily 
very cheap. In fact, the price for machine 
coal in this city is now at the phenomenally 
low figure of 87% cents per ton. It is doubtful 
if there is another city in the United States 
that could offer as cheap fuel for machine pur- 


oses. 
. With allof these great and attractive feat- 
ures, who can measure the possibilities of such 
acity? It stands without an equal in many 
ways, while no city in the United States can 
present more forcjble claims upon capitalists 
and others, whoare seeking avenues of in- 
vestment.

MARK TWAIN’S RECORD, 


The Humorist Gives a Complete Account 
of His Services in the War. 


From the Baltimore American. 

When your secretary invited me to this 
reunion of the Union veterans of 
land, he requested me to come 7 7 1 
to clear up a matter weich he said long 
been a subject of dispute and bad blood 
war circles in this country—to wit: the 
true dimensions of my military services in 
the civil war, and the effect which they 
had upon the general result, I recognize 
the importance of this thing to 
history, and I have come prepared. 
Here are the details: I was in the 
civil war two weeks. In that brief 
time I rose from private to second lieu- 
tenant. The monumental feature of my 
campaign wasthe one battle in which was 
my command—it was in the summer of 
61. If I do say it, it was the bloodiest battle 
ever fought in human history, there is 
nothing a prosohing it for destruction of 
human life in the field, if you take in con- 
sideration the forces engaged, and the 
proportion of death tosurvival. And yet 
ou do not even know the name of 
hat battle. Neither do I. It 
had a name, but I have forgotten 
it. It is no use to . private in- 
formation which you can’t show off. 
Now look at the way history does. It 
takes the battle of Boonvilie, fonght near 
by, about the date of our slaughter, and 
shouts its teeth loose over it, and yet nev- 
er even mentions ours; does’nt even call 
it an affair,“ doesn’t call it anything 
at all; never even heard of it. Whereas. 
what are the facts? Why, these: In the 
battle of Boonville there were 2,000 men 
men engaged on the Union side and abont 
asmany on the other—supposed to be. 
The casualties, all toid, were two men 
killed; and not all of them were killed out- 
right, but ou Sat of them, for the other 
man died in hospital next day. I know 
that, because his great-uncle was second 
cousin tomy grandfather, whospoke three 
languages and was perfectly honorable 
and upright, though he had warts all over 
him and used to—but never mind about 
that, the facts are just asI say and I can 
— it. Two men killed in that battle of 

oonville, that’s the whole result. All 
the others got away—on both sides. Now 
then, in our battle there were just fifteen 
men 4 ed, on our side—all Brigadier- 
Generals but me, and I was a Seo- 
ond Lieutenant. On the other side 
there was one man. He was a stranger. 
We killed him. It was night, 
and we thought he was an army of obser- 
vation; he looked like an army of observ- 
ation—in fact, he looked bigger than an 
army of observation would in the day- 
time; and some of us believed he was try- 
ing to surround us, and some thought he 
was going to try to turn our position, and 
so we shot him. Poor fellow, he probably 
wasn’t an army of observation, after all 
but that wasn’t our fault; as I say, he had 
all the look of it in that dim light. It 
was a sorrowful circumstance, but he 
took the chances of war, and he drew 
the — ecard; so we buried him 
with the honors of war, and took his 
things, So began and ended the only bat- 
tle in the history of the world where the 
opposing force was utterly exterminated. 
And yet you don’t know the name of that 
battle; you don’t even know the name of 
that man. 

Now, then, for the argument. Suppose 
I had continued in the war and gone 
on as [| began, and exterminated 
the opposing force every time—every 
two weeks—where would your war 
have been? Why, you see yourself, 
the conflict would have been one- 
sided. There was but one honorable 
course for me to pursue and I pursued it. 
I withdrew to private life and gave the 
Union cause a chance. There, now, you 
have the whole thing in a nutshell; it was 
not my presence in the civil war that de- 
termined that tremendous contest—it was 
my retirement. It left the Confederate 
side too weak. And yet, when I stop and 
think I cannot regret my course. No, 
when I look abroad over this happy land, 
with its wounds healed and its enmi- 
ties forgotten this reunited sisterhood 
of majestic States; this freest of 
free Commonwealths the sun in his course 
shines upon; this one sole country name- 
able in history or tradition where a man 
is a man and manhood the only royalty; 
this people ruled by the justest and whole- 
somest laws and government yet devised 
by the wisdom of men; this mightiest of 
the civilized empires of the earth, 
in numbers in, prosperity, in prog- 
ress and in promise, and refiect that 
there is no North, no South any more, 
but that as in the old time, it is now 
and will remain forever in the hearts and 
speech of Americans, our land, our coun- 
try, our giant empire, and the flag float- 
ing in its firmament our flag, I would not 
wish it otherwise. No, when I look about 
me and contemplate these sublime re- 
sults, | feel, deep down in my heart, that 
I acted for the best when I took my 
shoulder out from under the Confederacy 
and let it come down.
